MUCH TALK ABOUT ROADS

There is much discussion over to 
the east as to who’s who and what's 
what when it comes to that road 
from this section to Imperial Valley. 
The Banning-Indio road is the one 
we heard the most about until Hemet 
discovered that a road from Hemet 
to ‘Brawley would be an ideal asset 
to Hemet and Riverside county in 
particular and to Southern Calfornia 
as a whole. But San Bernardino does 
not wax enthusiastic over that Hemet- 
Brawley road. ,John King of the 
Hemet News has the following ¢o0 
say regarding the two roads: 

“Such criticism of the Hemet-Braw- 
ley highway as has been’ offered is 
based upon a false premise. It all 
comes back to the suggestion that 
the advocates of the new highway 
have designs upon the Banning-In- 
dio road, and that the former pro- 
position is a scheme of San Diego 
or other interests to delay or defeat 
altogether the paving vor the state 
highway on the desert. 

“As a matter of fact the Hemet- 
Brawley proposal can in no way de- 
lay the other project. The Banning- 
Indio highway is a state project for 
which the money has already been 
appropriated by the State Highway 
Commission, and any delay 1n_ its 
construction will be the fault of the 
state authorities. The new project 
in which Hemet is interested is a 
tri-county matter, in which the state 
has no interest, although it is possi- 
ble. that a little later the state may 
be invited to make a contribution.

GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


The Atlantic fleet has passed 
through the Panama canal and joined 
the Pacific fleet. The combined fleets 
will leave Panama this week for Caliao 
and Valparaiso. 

Tom Ward, president and general 
manager of the Ward Copper Com- 
pany of New York, was found frozen 
to death a few miles from Teller, 
Alaska, January 12, according to word 
reaching Nome yesterday. 


Shipping, including the armistice de- 
liveries’ totaling 2,054,729 tons had 
been turned over to the reparations 
commission by Germany at the end of 
1920. All but 35,000 tons were steam- 
ships. Germany is still to deliver 
about 500,000 tons. 


According to reports from Mexico 
City, more than 100 persons were 
drowned and more than 200 others 
were injured in the disaster at Pachuca 
when two dams above the city broke 
and torrents of water swept through 
the lower sections of this big mining 
center. 

Japanese would not be permitted to 
own land in Nevada, provision would 
be made for escheat to the state of 
property and leaseholds acquired in 
violation of the law and heavy pénal- 
ties provided for conspiracy, accord- 
ing to the terms of a bill introduced 
into the Nevada Legislature by As- 
semblyman Arnold.
